In 



submitting our Sixty-first Annual Report on the several services entrusted to our 
management, we beg to refer to the following Extract from page x of the 
Report of the Committee appointed to inquire into the Board of W orks, Ireland, 
1878 [0. 2,060] 



“ The variety of those services is very great. The Commissioners not only conduct all the 
business which is delegated to two separate Boards in London (namely, the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Works and Public Buildings, and the Public Works Loans Commissioners), and part of 
that which is intrusted to the Inclosm’e Commissioners (9 & 10 Vic., c. 101), but they also have 
under their charge a considerable amount of work which is not done in Great Britain at all by the 
Government, such as the maintenance of Inland Navigations, Ac. ; they are likewise members of the 
Board of Control for Lunatic Asylums, and of the Board of Control over the Royal Canal. 

“ To be charged with the lending of sums of public money is, of itself, a trust, the importance of 
which it is not easy to overrate ; and when to this is added the control of an expenditure of over 
£200,000 a year the care of a large amount of valuable public property ; the interpretation and 
administration of very numerous Acts of Parliament ; and the conduct of much extraneous business, 
some idea may be formed of the responsibilities thrown on this Board. 

“ Moreover, the Board of Woi-ks occupies a position peculiar to itself. It is the only Department 
of the State which has under its charge loan operations as well as a large expenditure. In having to 
accommodate local authorities and individuals with capital, which they cannot so cheaply raise in the 
open market, and at the same time keep watch over a public expenditure, the Board has more or less 
conflicting interests to deal with ; it has to consult the special interests of localities and persons and 
at the same time to protect the general interests of the public. Its duties, therefore, may at times be 
attended with more than ordinary difficulties.” 

Since the date of that report the duties of the Board have been largely increased 
both by automatic development and as the result of legislation.

We may particularly refer to the loans authorized by the 31st Section of the Land 
Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, under which £813,155 in 10,006 separate accounts has been 
advanced, the Sea Fisheries Ireland Act, 1883, the Ancient Monuments Acts, the 
numerous amendments and extensions of our powers to lend for local and educational 
purposes, and the important duties imposed upon us in connection with the Schemes of 
railway extension presented under the Tramways and Public Companies ( Ireland) Act, 
1883, and the Light Railways (Ireland) Act, 1889. 

Within the same period the duties of the Board have been reduced by a reconstitu- 
tion of the Board of Control, of which only the Chairman is now a member, though the 
whole clerical work is carried on by our staff, and by the transfer to the Congested 
Districts Board of the Sea Coast and Fisheries Fund and of the Irish Reproductive Loan 
Fund, with the exception of £20,000 which remains under our control. 

In the Session of 1892 several Acts were passed affecting the status of the Board and 
their loan services. 

By the Public Works Loans Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., cap. 61, section 8), the 
Commissioners have been incorporated for all the various duties they discharge with 
perpetual succession, and a common seal, with power to hold land, and such incor- 
poration is thereby made retrospective as regards previous contracts or securities. 

By the same Act, section 6, in default of payment within 31 days after instalment or 
rentcharge becomes due, the borrower is compelled to pay in addition Is. in the pound 
as Receiver’s fees ; and by section 7 of the same Act, in case of a sale under the 
powers given them by section 49 of the Landed Property Improvement (Ireland) Act, 
1847, the Commissioners may obtain an order from the Court to put the purchaser in 
possession. 

By the Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., cap. 46), the 
Ancient Monuments Protection Act, of 1882, has been extended, and by such extension 
the Commissioners have already become guardians of, and are thus enabled to protect, 
restore, and preserve monuments of historic and artistic interest which would otherwise 
be liable to be destroyed or become ruinous. 

By the Drainage and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., 
cap. 65), tenants by agreement with their landlords or by order or the Board can 
promote and carry out Schemes for Arterial Drainage, under the Arterial Drainage 
Act of 1863, and the Acts amending and extending same. 

By the same Act, sec. 11, we have been given power to apportion charges for 
Drainage Maintenance on portions of lands liable to such a charge. 

Following the arrangement of previous years we submit our Report in the 
following divisions, viz. : — I. Loans. II. Voted Services, i.e., Services, for which 
provision is made by Vote of Parliament. III. Non- voted Services, i.e., Services 
provided for from other sources. TV. Light Railways and Tramways. We

Observations on Class I. : — Loans secured on Undertakings. 

Your Lordships sanctioned an advance of £10,000 to the Limerick Harbour Commis- 
sioners for the erection of certain works at the entrance to the dock at Limerick. The 
entire work at present under execution is estimated to co3t about £14,000. The 
difference between the proposed advance and the total cost will be supplied out of the 
Revenue of the Harbour. 

An advance of £l,200 has been made to Lord O’Neill for a Market at Randalstown, 
Co. Antrim. 
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Labourers’ Dwellings in Towns and Housing of the Working Classes. Nos. 7 and 8 
in Abstract.

Amount of loans sanctioned under Act of 1S66, while it continued operative, t.e., to 
the close of the year 1884-85 — £281,334. Number of dwellings erected — 3,416. 
Rate of Interest charged — 4 per cent. 

In previous reports we called attention to the stimulus to building under this service, 
arising from the favourable terms as to interest granted by Treasury Minutes of 21st 
and 25th January, 1886. During the past year 8 applications to the amount of 
£44,270, have been sanctioned, as against 11 for £10,164 in 1891-92. The average 
number of sanctioned applications for the past six years exceeded 20. We 3tated 
last year that we believed the decrease in 1891-2 to be accidental and temporary, and 
not to point tc a continuous downward tendency, and this opinion has been confirmed 
by the experience of 1892-3, in which the amount of loans sanctioned has practically 
reverted to the figures of 1889-90 and 1890-91.

(b.) Loans made for arterial drainage works (26 ife 27 Vic., c. 88), and loans made for the maintenance 
of such works (29 it 30 Vic., c.

(c.) Loans to “ owners" of lands for improvements, under 10 Vic., c. 32, and amending Acts, and under 
sec. 19 of 41 it 45 Via, c. 49. 

(d.) Loans to occupiers of lands for improvements, under sec. 31 of the Land Law Act, 1881, 44 d> 45 
Vic., c. 49. 



Loans for Arterial Drainage. Nos. 23 and 24 in Abstract. 

From 1842 to 1863 loans for Arterial Drainage were made under 5 and 6 Vic., c. 89. 
£2,082,052 were lent under this statute, the greater part during and after the famine 
of 1849. Of this amount £1,207,582 was remitted, and £873,885 principal repaid. 
The principal still repayable amounts to £585. 

Since 1863 the loans for this purpose have been made under the Drainage and Im- 
provement of Lands Act (Ireland), 1863, 26 and 27 Vic., c. 88, and amending Acts, and 
since that date the entire amount of loans made under 26 and 27 Vic., c. 88, up to 
March 31, 1893, is £824,021, including £6,136 lent out of the Irish Church Fund. 
Of this amount, £823,081 had by that date been advanced, of which £2,500 was 
advanced in the year under report.

The business done under this service reached its lowest point in number of applications 
in 1 888-S9. Since that year there has been a decided increase. The number of applica- 
tions received during the year 1892—93 was 292, showing an increase of nearly 50 per 
cent, on those received during the previous year. About one-third of the applicants 
are purchasers under the Land Purchase Acts, and it is probable that this class will 
avail itself largely of loans under the Land Improvement Acts. 

We receive encouraging reports from our Inspectors as to the character of the 
purchasers, and the care they take to get the maximum benefit from the loans for which 
they apply, and their unwillingness to burden their holding with a rentcharge for loans 
in excess of the amount actually required for purposes of improvement.

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Main and Thorough Drainage. 

The number of loans sanctioned for works, of which thorough drainage forms the 
principal part, since the commencement in 1847 to the 31st March in this year, is 
8,173, for £3,708.002, and of this number 18, for £3,335, were approved during the 
year ended 31st March, 1893. 

Planting for Shelter. 

Since the passing of the Act 29 and 30 Yic., c. 40, 120 loans, amounting to £27,055, 
have been made, and of that number 5, for £1,125, were sanctioned during the year. 

Farm Buildings. 

Under this head 2,812 loans have been sanctioned since the passing of the Act 13 
and 14 Vic., c. 19, the amount being £1,157,895. This includes 144 loans, for £30,910, 
approved during the past financial year. 

Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 

For this class of work the number of loans sanctioned since the passing of the Act 
23 Vic., c. 19, is 722, for £341,475. 20 of which, amounting to £6,005, were approved 
in the year. 

Under section 19 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, we have power to make 
advances to tenant farmers, who, pursuant to the injunctions of the Irish Land Com- 
mission. and as a condition attached to the fixing of a “fair rent,” proceed to erect 
labourers’ dwellings on their holdings. Such tenants are deemed to be persons to 
whom a loan may be made under the Landed Property Improvement (Ireland) Acts, 
for the improvement or building of dwellings for labourers, as if such persons were 
owners within the meaning of the Act 10 Vic., c. 32, sec. 7. No loans were sanctioned 
under this section within the year ending 31st March, 1893, but the sum of £116 was 
issued. Under this provision of the Act 255 loans have been sanctioned since the 
commencement, amounting to £14,876, the instalments issued amounting to £13,462.

Loans to Tenants for Improvement of Holdings. No. 28 in Abstract. 

Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, Section 31. 

Lnder section 31 of the above Act, which provides for loans to occupiers of land for 
improvements proposed by themselves, the number of loans sanctioned since our last 
report was 535, amounting to £47,300, the sum issued being £42,645. This gives 
the total of loans sanctioned under section 31 since the commencement to 3 1st March, 
1893, as 11,230 — amount £966,237, the instalments issued amounting to £813,155. 

The number of applications for loans lodged during the year 1892-93 was 937, being 
an increase of 101 over last year. Of this number 47 were received from occupying 
owners.

Loans for National School Teachers' Residences. No. 34 in Abstract. 

Sixty-six applications for loans have been received during the year, amounting to 
£15,102, and 49 loans have been sanctioned for £10,662. The total advances for these 
loans up to 31st March, 1893, was £138,736. The number and amount of loans sanctioned 
shows a further decline as compared with the year 1891-2, but it may be expected that 
they will increase in future under the operation of the powers given by the National 
Education (Ireland) Act, 1892, for the compulsory acquisition of sites. 



Loans for building Schools and Training Colleges. No. 35 in Abstract. 

Five applications for loans have been received during the year, amounting to £640. 



IRISH CHURCH FUND LOANS. 

No loans or advances under previous loans were made from this fund during the year. 

Out of £1,269,932 advanced from the Irish Church Fund under the Relief of Distress 
Act of 1880, £453,001 has been repaid, £26,799 has been remitted, and of the balance 
outstanding, £790,132, £780,920 is not yet due, and £9,212 is in arrear. The arrears 
have decreased during the year by £802. 

The rate of interest on these loans is 1 per cent., but borrowers are allowed to redeem 
their principal liabilities on the basis of 3 per cent, interest, and the principal cancelled 
by such redemptions, now amounts to £7,725, including £1,224 in the present year. 
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ADVANCES, REPAYMENTS, AND ARREARS. 

The earliest mention of Public Works Loans to be found in the Abstract submitted 
by the Board is in connection with the Statute 5 7 Geo. III., c. 34, passed in 1817. 
The total of all loan advances from that date to 31st March, 1893 (with certain loans 
made under special Acts before 1817), is £39,505.083.

This outstanding balance is represented in the books of the Office by 24,941 open 
accounts, which are generally in course of repayment by half-yearly instalments. 

The advances to borrowers in the year 1892—93 out of moneys advanced by the 
National Debt Co nmissioners were £460,648, as against £438,878 in 1891-92, and 
£684,035 in 1890-91. 

The amounts received in the year were £465,896, in repayment of principal, and 
£•267,148 *'.i respect of interest, making together £733,044. Of the latter amount, 
£676,292 was paid to the National Debt Commissioners, and £56,752 to the Irish Land 
Commission, in discharge of principal and interest of loans made out of the Irish 
Church Fund.

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it will be observed that taken as a whole the arrears have been diminished by nearly 
£3,000, as compared with an increase in 1891-92 of £47,850, over the arrears as they 
stood on the 31st March, 1891. 

This difference is mainly due to the fact that by the Public Works Loans Act, 1892, 
the balance outstanding in respect of the Clare blob Reclamation Loan has been written 
off the assets of tile Local Loans Fund, so that the comparative reduction is largely only 
apparent. 

Taking, however, the other items, it is gratifying to observe that the increase of 
arrears in respect of Public Works Loans generally was £678 only in 1892-3, as com- 
pared with £5,863 in 1892-93, and that under the Public Health Act there has been a 
decrease of £432. The net decrease under Land Charges payable by Owners is £2,652, 
£2,379 of arrears having been written off by the Public Works Loans Act of 1892. 

The arrears under Land Charges payable by Occupiers show an unsatisfactory increase 
of £2,061, as compared with £647 in 1891-92. This is probably to be explained by the 
agricultural circumstances of 1892-93, prices of nearly all kinds of stock and produce 
having experienced a heavy fall. Every care is taken to prevent arrears arising, and 
each ease is separately treated on its merits. 

Railway loans show a large increase, though considerably less than in 1891-92. The 
increase amounts to £24,418 in principal, and £10,941 in interest. 

The position of affairs in the Donegal lines has been simplified and improved, and the 
amalgamation of the Finn Valley and other companies, with the construction of tke Killy- 
begs and Glenties Light Railways, will, we hope, lead to such an increase of net revenue 
as to place the Board’s loan of £40,000 to the West Donegal line in a much, better 
position than heretofore. 

The other railway loans remain in much the same position as before. The revenue 
returns do not show much sign of improvement, and while special expenditure in some 
cases is still necessary in order to put the lines into a satisfactory condition, the cost 
of working owing to the requirements of the Board of Trade, and the public demands 
for increased facilities and accommodation has a constant tendency to rise. 

We fear that for some years the arrears of both principal and interest cannot 
therefore be expected to show any decrease. 

In the case of the Southern Railway, of which we are in possession, we have con- 
cluded an agreement with the Great Southern and Western Railway Company with 
respect to the use of Thurlus Station, by which the Southern Railway will save a con- 
siderable annual sum, while at the same time increased traffic facilities are given. 

In the course of the year the arrears under the Seed Supply Act, 1880, have been 
reduced by the sum of £1,341 14*. 6(7. The total amount now outstanding in respect 
of the gross advances of £647,562 is £12,057. 

Turning to the similar Act passed in 1890, for the supply of Seed Potatoes only, 
we are glad to be able to report that the first moiety of the repayment charges has 
been satisfactorily met, and iu this connection we desire to record our appreciation of 
the assistance afforded by the Local Government Board, resulting as it did in the 
payment of the instalments due by most of the Unions, without resort to the extreme 
measure of impounding the rates. 

Ihe total amount advanced was £2/4,520 — refunds, cash sales, &c., brought in 
£34,115, leaving a net charge against 111 Unions of £240,405. Of the first instalment 
of £120,202 payable on the 1st August, 1892, there had been paid up to 31st March, 
1893, £11(5,073, showing an arrenr of £4,129, which has, at the date at which, we write, 
been reduced to £1,018. 

By the Public Works Loans Act, 1892, sec. 6, it is provided that unless payment 
he made within thirty-one days of the date on which it is due, if any sura payable in 
respect of principal and interest under any loan created, or any rentcliarge granted 
after the passing of the Act, there shall be paid to us one shilling in the pound on the 
sum due as receivers fee thereon, to be charged, payable, and recoverable in the same 
manner as the said sum. 

Specific notice of this important clause is given to all new borrowers, and it 
can scarcely fail to have a considerable effect in encouraging promptitude of payment.

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Public Buildings. 

General Observations. 

Royal Hospital, Dublin .— The spire of the clock tower erected in the year 1680. 
having become dangerous, it has been taken down and rebuilt. The large bell has been 
remounted and the clock repaired and replaced. 

The central section of the roof of the eastern side of the quadrangle has been 
reconstructed, and the adjoining roofs and walls strengthened. 

The Homan Catholic Chapel has been re-decorated, a new water main laid to the 
Infirmary, and some additions made to the Richmond Tower, as well as several 
improvements to the quarters and offices. 

Dublin Metropolitan Police Buildings . — An ablution room and a cleaning room for 
the recruits at the DepQt have been erected. Important sanitary works have been 
carried out at Clarke's Court, James’s-street Harbour, and Newmarket barracks and 
stations. 

Ordnance Survey Office . — The first section of the new Map Store lias been completed, 
and the second and third sections are under contract. A new drawing office for the 
accommodation of a large number of draughtsmen has been built and furnished, 
including some stores beneath. 

The workshop and store for fire appliances have been completed, and a new steam 
boiler for pumping and electro-typing purposes has been erected. 

Royal Irish Constabulary Buildings . — Some important sanitary works have been 
carried out at the Dep6t, Phcenix Park, and two portable fire engines have been 
supplied. 

Royal Irish Constabulary Barracks . — A new drainage system has been completed 
at Robertstown R.I.C. Barrack, County Kildare, and latrines have been erected. 

The improved barrack accommodation in Belfast has progressed, but the work was 
impeded by the strike in the building trades during the early months of the year. 

The Musgrave Street and Leopold Street barracks are rapidly approaching completion, 
and the latter will be handed over to the Constabulary on 1st June. 

A new barrack in Roden Street has been commenced. 

Additional buildings, to accommodate fifteen men, have been erected at the Ballyna- 
feigh barrack. 

The barrack at Falcarragh, County Donegal, has been completed, and handed over 
to the Constabulary. 

Queen’s Colleges . — The structure of the New Chemical Laboratory at Belfast has been 
completed, and the fittings are being arranged. In this case also the progress of the 
building was impeded by strikes during the early months of the year. At Cork, sanitary 
works, including a new drainage system, have been completed, and the heating by hot 
water has been extended to west wing of the institution. 

Royal University . — The usual works of maintenance have been carried out. 

Royal Hibernian Military School . — A scheme for the protection of this institution in case 
of fire by means of a stationary steam fire-engine and high-pressure mains and hydrants 
has iust been completed. 

The new steam boilers for the laundry machinery and water heating have been 
erected. 

A number of cases of mild fever having occurred in October and November 
at the School, the question of its sanitary condition was referred by us to Sir 
Charles Cameron, MID., for report. In view, however, of the representations of 
the Governors a Committee was specially appointed by the Lora Lieutenant to 
inquire into the question. Pending their possible recommendations, some of the 
sanitary improvements which the Board have for some years past been carrying 
out, were postponed. The majority of the cases of fever were trivial, and no single 
death occurred. W e may mention that the rate of mortality at the Institution has 
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fallen from 650 per 1,000 living in the decennial period ending 1872 to 4’50 in the 
similar period ending 1882, and to 3'50 in the decennial period ending 1892. 

National Education Buildings and School Grants. — Very extensive works have been 
carried out at Ringsend National School, which is now in a most efficient state of repair. 

A sum of £30,000 was voted for grants towards the erection of new schools and 
improvements to existing schools. Of this sum, only £24,283 was expended, leaving 
unused £5,717 of the vote, although at the end of the financial year grants to the 
amount of £56,000, sanctioned by the Commissioners of National Education, remained 
to be met. 

After careful inquiry we have arrived at the conclusion that this undesirable result 
is due in a great measure to the system under which grants are sanctioned. A 
grant having been sanctioned by the Commissioners of National Education, it rests 
practically with the managers of schools to determine the time of its expenditure. 
We have no power, direct or indirect, to call on them to commence work within any 
given time. Our sole province (apart from the issue of instalments), is to see that the 
plans of the works, &c., are suitable, and that the work, if and when executed, is 
satisfactorily carried out. In many instances the managers do not begin the works 
for months, in some for a year, or even a longer period, after the grant has been 
notified. Two evil results follow. In the first place it is difficult to estimate with any 
degree of accuracy the probable expenditure of grants during the year for which 
provision has to be made in the estimates. Again, there is a risk of a portion of 
the sum intended by Parliament to be used for grants during the year remaining 
undisposed of, as in 1892-3. At frequent intervals the Education Commissioners arc 
furnished by us with (1) statements of the expenditure incurred, and (2) reminders 
•ot the liabilities they have created by sanction. 

It will be within the recollection of your Lordships that the attention of the Irish 
Government has recently been invited by you to the system of sanctions. 

Postal and Telegraph Buildings. — The new District Offices at James’s Street and 
Phibsborough are well advanced. The new Parcels Post Depot at Amiens Street, 
adjoining the Junctions of the several railway companies, is being built as rapidly as 
possible. It has been somewhat delayed by a strike, which has now terminated. A 
contract has been made for the hydraulic machinery, a portion of which has been 
delivered. Tenders have been invited for the extensive alterations and additions con- 
templated at Nos. 14 and 15 Upper Sackville Street. 

A new Postal and Telegraph Office, with Residence for the Postmaster, has been com- 
menced at Tipperary. 

At Limerick internal alterations and some new fittings have been put in hands to 
meet the requirements of the increased business at this office. 

A new Postal and Telegraph Office, with residence for Postmaster, has been commenced 
at Lisburn, and will be well advanced before the end of the present financial year. 

Science and Art Buildings. — The National Library has been fitted with fire appliances, 
and all the new buildings with snow boards. The new offices adjoining the Natural 
History Museum are well advanced. The designs for the new Dublin Society Theatre 
have been prepared. 

Coastguard Buildings. — New buildings on the site of the old station have been 
commenced at Portrush, and are being carried on for completion before the end of the 
present financial year. 

The new station buildings at Ballynacarrig (Jack’s Hole), County Wicklow, and Bally- 
•geary, County Wexford, have been completed, and handed over for occupation. 

Signal Stations. — Sixteen signal stations have been completed and equipped during 
the year, and only three now remain to be put in hands to perfect the system of 
signalling in connection with the scheme of mobilization round the coast. 

Royal Naval Reserve Stations. — Two Naval Reserve Batteries have been satisfactorily 
completed at Tramore, County Waterford, one for firing, and one silent. A Drill Hall 
has also been erected here. 

At Upper Cove Battery, County Cork, a new magazine has been erected. 

The new _ Battery and Drill shed at Galway have been commenced and are pro- 
gressing satisfactorily.

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Registry oj Deeds Office. — The Large works of internal alterations undertaken to 
meet the growing storage requirements and the convenience of the public are 
approaching completion. Temporary accommodation has been provided during the 
works for which, owing to the danger of open fires, an extensive temporary hot water 
heating apparatus had to be erected. 

Dundrum Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum. — The boundary wall adjoining the 
Road to Dundrum has been rebuilt at a height of 16 feet. 

The new sewerage system and sewage disposal works have been completed. The 
latter, though of a design suitable to most of the best chemical systems, were erected 
with a view of testing a new Oxygen Process, in which, in addition to mechanical and 
chemical purification special means are taken to aid the oxydation of the sewage with 
the view of obtaining a specially pure effluent. Up to the present the results have 
proved satisfactory. 

The new chapel is well advanced, and the internal alterations undertaken with a 
view of adapting the existing building to the requirements of adequate supervision 
are in hands. 

Dejiositoi'ies for Parochial Records. (Act 39 & 40 Vic., C. 58.) — Under the provisions 
of this Act inspections of proposed Depositories have been made in 12 cases, and reports 
thereon forwarded to the Deputy Keeper of the Records. 

Registration of Titles Offices. — The works and supplies, &c., at the local offices of 
each county have been almost completed. 

Mercantile Marine. — The new offices for the Local Marine Board and for the offices 
of the Board of Trade have been completed, and are now occupied. 

Inland Revenue Buildings. — New offices have been acquired for the use of the 
Inland Revenue at Kilkenny, by the purchase of premises formerly known as “ The 
Athenaeum,” and the necessary works or alteration and fitting up have been put in hands. 

The extensive alterations at the Stamping Department in the Dublin office are almost 
completed. 

Alterations to provide accommodation for an additional Surveyor have been carried 
out at the Belfast offices. 

General Boundary and Valuation Office. — A large portion of the buildings, including 
the stores, have been heated by hot water apparatus. 

Dublin Castle. — Reconstructions and improvements have been carried , out at the 
State Steward’s and Master’s of the Horse Quarters. 

Stationery Office. — Large sanitary works of plumbing and sewerage were found to 
be necessary, and have been completed. 

Vice-Regal Lodge. — The Melon House has been reconstructed, and the roof of the 
Racquet Court renewed. 

Land Commission Offices. — The improvements specially sanctioned by the Treasury 
have been carried out. 



Parks and Gardens, &c. 

The Phoenix Parle, St. Stephen' s-green Park, The Curragh of Kildare. The usual 

works of maintenance and repair have been carried out as regards the buildings, roads, 
grounds, planting, &c. A new Breakfast Room for the men employed in the People’s 
Gardens has been erected, also a Coal Store. 

Royal Harbours. 

A summary of rainfall and tidal observations at Kings low n, and remarks by the- 
Harbour Masters on the fishing industry and trade at the several Harbours, will be 
found in Appendix C. 



Kingstown Harbour, Co. Dublin. 

The usual works of repair andmaintenance to sea slopes of breakwaters, piers, wharves, 
roads, buildings, &c., were carried out during the year, and a quantity of 9,720 tons of 
silt was dredged from bed of harbour and deposited at back of East Pier. Some further 
improvements were effected at the Mail Packet Pier for tile better accommodation of 
the mail service. 

Water has been supplied to Her Majesty’s ships, the vessels of the Irish Lights Board 
and trading vessels ; and a quantity of 516 tons of ballast was supplied to tlie latter. 
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Howth Harbour, Co. Dublin. 

The east breakwater and other works have been maintained in good order, and rubble 
carried round to entrance by storms has been removed. 

Dunmorb East Harbour, Co. Waterford. 

No damage to the works resulted from the winter’s storms. About three hundred 
tons of large blocks were placed at toe of sea slope. The works generally have been 
maintained in good order. 

Donagiiadee Harbour, Co. Down. 

The sea slopes of breakwaters have been protected by heavy rubble, and the works 
of the harbour have been maintained in good order. 

Ardglass Harbour, Co. Down. 

The breakwaters were but slightly damaged during the winter, and these and the 
other works have been kept in good order throughout the year. The excavation at 
south end of harbour was extended. 



SHANNON DRAINAGE. 

Lough Allen. 

This portion of the works (including sluice keeper’s house) was completed, and 
greatly contributed to the regulation of the floods of August and September. 

Kill aloe. 

Tire new cut above the sluices was completed, and the head dam opened, but not 
entirely removed. A good deal of excavation and under-pinning was done on the 
Clare side, but the floods in August stopped all further work for the autumn and 
winter. The authorized expenditure on these works is £62,000, and it is hoped that 
with more favourable weather this season, the works may be completed thi3 year. 

Shannon Sluices. 

The September flood was nearly equal to that of August, 1801, the rainfall being 
about ten inches for August and September. 

Only small repairs were required during the year. 

RIVER MAIGUE NAVIGATION. 

The Collector’s house and swivel bridge were repaired and maintained. 

LOWER BOYNE NAVIGATION. 

New breast gates were put in at Rosnaree and Broe Locks, and the cill at the former 
renewed. The other works were maintained in good order. 

River Suck Drainage (Parliamentary Grant under River Suck Drainage 
(Provision of Funds) Act, 1890). 

This District which was constituted by a Provisional Order, dated 27th February, 
1878, comprises an area of 18,979 acres in Counties Galway and Roscommon. 

The River Suck Drainage Act of 1889 provides (1.) that £13,000 of the total 
expenditure shall be charged on the catchment area and repaid by the baronies con- 
cerned ; (2.) that a further portion of the expenditure shall be charged on the interest 
of the occupiers to the extent in which their lands are benefited by the drainage works ; 
and (3.) fbat the balance of loan advanced be charged against the landed proprietors. 

The River Suck Drainage (Provision of Funds) Act, 1890, authorized a free grant 
from monies to be provided by Parliament not exceeding £50,000. Up to the 31st 
March, 1893, a sum of £114,486 has been advanced on the loan account of which 
£112,891 remains outstanding ; to the same date advances- had been made from the 
Parliamentary Grant amounting to £29,500.

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The works in hand are those set forth in the “ Abstract of completion Works” by Mr. 
Coddington, the then Engineer to the Drainage Board, dated 19th February, 1891, 
estimated at £61,698. 

Since the commencement of these additional works and up to 31st March in this year 
the sum of £41,684 (or about two-thirds of the sum set aside for their completion) has 
been expended. 

The undertaking has progressed satisfactorily and though the cost of the works 
executed has slightly exceeded their proportion to the whole; this is on account of 
heavier excavation than was originally anticipated having in parts been found necessary. 

On the other hand, considerable saving will probably be effected on Mr. Coddington’s 
estimate for tributaries and masonry, sufficient, it is calculated, to balance the past 
excess and bring the whole to completion within the estimated amount. 

Ancient Monuments Protection Act (45 & 46 Vic., c. 73). 

(See Appendix D.) 

Works have been undertaken or arranged for this year at the under-mentioned 
places : — Dunbeg Fort, near Dingle ; Cahir Parcnagorivan ; Cloughan More ; Cloughan 
Beg ; Glenfaun, Cahir. 

These works have been satisfactorily completed, and have elicited much satisfaction. 

Owing to some difficulties as to the approaches to Dunbeg, a portion of land has been 
leased by the Board, Mr. Drummond being the owner. A wall is being constructed of 
rough material across the promontory on which the fort stands to prevent the inroad 
of cattle. 

Further cells and caskets of great interest have been inspected and reported on, and 
works of excavation are now in progress. It is hoped that works may extend in an 
easterly direction towards the Bull’s Head and the slopes of Conor, which are rich in. 
monumental remains. 

Beyond the works referred to, no further excavations have been made on this class 
of monuments. 

Particular attention has been directed to the Monuments on the promontory of 
Dingle, Barony of Corkaguiny, which have proved most interesting subjects of ex- 
ploration. Plans have been made, and a report is in hands which only waits further 
information for completion. See Map annexed. 

Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1892. 

55 <fe 56 Vic., c. 46. 

See Appendix D, and Map annexed. 

The above enactment provides for vesting in our guardianship any ancient or 
mediaeval structure, erection, or monument, or any remains thereof, the preservation 
of which is, in our opinion, a matter of public interest by reason of the historic, 
traditional, or artistic interest attaching thereto. On the completion of the Vesting 
Order the provisions of the Ancient Monuments Protection Act of 1882, 45 and 46 
Vic., c. 73, apply thereto. 

It is also provided that any surplus income arising from moneys paid by the 
Commissioners of Church Temporalities to us may be applied by us towards the 
maintenance of any structure entrusted to our guardianship under the Act of 1892, 
of the character described in Section 25 of the Irish Church Act of 1869, 32 and 33 
Vic., c. 33, whether the structure was or was not vested in us under that Act. 

In pursuance of the powers conferred on us, we proceeded to institute inquiry 
as to the structures desirable to vest, having regard to the funds at our 
disposal and to local and other circumstances. We sought the opinions of the 
Royal Society of Antiquaries, Royal Irish Academy, the Kildare Archaeological Society, 
and the Cork Historical and Archaeological Society, who submitted lists of structures 
as worthy of preservation. Having given the subject careful consideration we 
selected the following from the lists submitted to us, and with the obliging 
co-operation of the several owners, which we desire here prominently to acknowledge, 
the Vesting Orders have been perfected in these cases : — 

KILMALLOCK ABBEY, CO. LIMERICK. 

Owner — C. John Coote, Esq. 

The remains of a Dominican Abbey founded in 1291 by Gilbert Callan. They consist 
of a lofty square central tower, the choir of the church, nave, transept, cloister court, 
and the conventual buildings. They are extensive and picturesque. 
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ATHENRY MONASTERY, 00. GALWAY. 

Owner — Dr. H. J. W. Leonard. 

The remains of a Dominican Monastery, completed in 1241 on a site of land granted 
by Meyler de Bermingham in the reign of King John. The floor of the church is 
covered by ancient tombs. The mins consist of nave, transept, and aisle, and the 
walls are arcaded on a careful design of the early English period. Restorations were 
made in the sixteenth century, and repairs have now been executed. 

SHERKIN ISLAND MONASTERY, CO. CORK. 

Owner — Sir Henry W. Beecher, Bart. 

The remains of a monastery for Franciscans, founded by the O’Driscolls about the 
middle of the fifteenth century. The ruins consist of the nave and tower of the church, 
transept, part of cloister, refectory, dormitory, and other portions of the conventual 
buildings. The tower is nearly entire, and occupies a commanding position as seen 
from Baltimore. 



KNOCKMOY ABBEY, CO. GALWAY. 

Owner — Robert Blake, Esq. 

The remains of an Abbey founded in 1189 by Oathal O’Connor “Crovdearg” or 
“ The Red Hand,” King of Connaught, which was occupied by Cistercian Monks from 
the Abbey of Boyle. It is very extensive in dimensions and elegant in design ; capitals 
of pillars beautifully sculptured lie in the churchyard ; there are numerous paintings in 
fresco on the walls of great antiquarian interest, as also inscriptions, apparently work 
of the thirteenth century. Works of restoration are now under execution. 

BALLINSKELLIGS ABBEY, CO. KERRY. 

Owner — Richard John Mahony, Esq. 

The remains of an Abbey of St. Michael, founded for Canons Regular of the Order of 
St. Augustine. The Abbey is of considerable extent and much dilapidated, large 
portions having been washed away by the sea. On the Island of Great Skelligs there 
is a cell to this Abbey consisting of the remains of the Abbey of St. Finian, founded 
in the earlier ages of Christianity, built of stone, dovetailed with mortar, with conical 
roofs, apparently in imitation of the Romanesque style. The place was plundered 
by Danish pirates in 812. 

BOYLE ABBEY, CO. ROSCOMMON. 

Owner — Mrs. Emma Frances King-Harman. 

The remains of an Abbey founded in 1148 for the Cistercian Order of St. Bernard 
and as a dependency of the Abbey of Mellifont. They are in a good state of preservation, 
combining Norman and Transition Architecture. 

CLAREGALWAY MONASTERY, CO. GALWAY. 

Owner — Lord Clanmorris. 

The remains of a Franciscan Monastery, founded by John de Cogan in 1290. There 
are windows of the fourteenth century and a Tower of the sixteenth century of beautiful 
propox-tions. The stone work is perfect. 

ENNIS MONASTERY, CO. CLARK 
Owner. — The Representative Church Body. 

The remains of a Monastery of the Franciscan Order, founded in 1240 by Donagh 
Carbrac O’Brien — a beautiful example of thirteenth century work. 

MANISTER ABBEY, CO. LIMERICK. 

Owner — Edward White, Esq. 

The remains of an Abbey of the Cistercian Order, founded by O’Brien, King of 
MuDster, in 1151. The churches arc of great extent and there is fine detail, but the 
building is much dilapidated. 
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STRAPS ABBES', CO. MAYO. 

Owner — Henry W. Joynt, Esq. 

The remai ns of a Franciscan Abbey which, was founded by the sept of the Jordans, 
and which became possessed by the Dominicans in 1252. The Abbey is in an advanced 
state of decay, but the Church contains many objects of interest and architectural 
detail. 

KILCREA ABBEY, CO. COREL 

Owner — Captain Tonson Rye. 

The remains of a Franciscan Abbey founded by Cormac McCarthy, Prince of Desmond, 
in 1465. The nave and choir still remain and three handsome Gothic arches, together 
with a lofty steeple. 



ST. DHAIRBHILE’S CHURCH, CO. MAYO. 

Owner — The Guardians of the Poor of the Belmullet Union. 

The remains, probably, of a Church of the Sixth Century founded by St. Dhairbhile.

Services, page 33.) 



TRAMWAYS AND PUBLIC COMPANIES (IRELAND) ACT, 1883, AND LIGHT 
RAILWAYS (IRELAND) ACT, 1889. 

(See separate Report under IV., page 35.) 

HI.— NON-YOTED SERVICES. 

This division of our duties comprises a variety of services placed under our control 
or management in pursuance of several Acts of Parliament. Though numerous, some 
of them are of only casual occurrence, and therefore do not form the subject of any 
special remarks. 

Those on which special reports follow are Arterial Drainage works, where, except in 
the matter of occasional maintenance, our functions, in addition to making loan advances, 
are confined to advice to Drainage Trustees and Boards, in making awards for completed 
works, to distribute the proper proportion of charges among the proprietors of land in 
each district, and subsequently to apportion the charge on any lands sub-divided, and, when 
called upon to do so, to increase the rents of tenants in respect of these improvements. 

We are charged with a variety of duties in connexion with fishery piers and harbours 
which are constructed by Government grants and by contributions from counties, and 
persons locally interested in these works. This duty is not confined to new works, but 
extends to the very numerous piers which have been constructed from time to time by 
Government aid since the year 1820, and which, although vested in counties, frequently 
require the direct interference of Government, either in the matter of repairs or otherwise. 

The administration of the Shannon and other navigations in Ireland, whether 
maintained from their own funds, as in the case of the Shannon, or partly by votes of 
Parliament, involve considerable care and attention. 

The . whole assets of the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund and of the Sea Coast and 
Fisheries Fund have been handed over in accordance with the Purchase of Land (Ireland) 
Act, 1891, to the Congested Districts Board, with the exception of £20,000 of the 
latter Fund, which remains in our charge, and is available for Fishery Loans in all the 
non-congested portions of maritime counties of Ireland. 

Another important branch is the care and preservation of 137 National ecclesias- 
tical structures which have been vested in us from time to time, and are maintained out 
of a grant of £50,000 allocated for the purpose from the Irish Church Fund in 
pursuance of the Irish Church Act, 1869. 

Certain duties in connexion with the Grand Jury system of Ireland still devolve on 
us, the principal of which are the occasional repair of Post Roads, the examination of 
County Surveyors Assistants, the building of bridges between counties, and other 
miscellaneous duties. 
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The Report also shows that we are charged with certain duties in connexion with 
Limited Owners’ Residences, Arbitrations under the Railway Acts, and in aiding 
the Local Government Board with certain financial duties connected with the Public 
Health Act, Emigration, Seed Supply, &c. 

The Commissioners for the General Control and Correspondence, and for Superintend- 
ing and Directing the Erection, Establishment, and Regulation of the Asylums for Lunatic 
Poor comprise the Chairman of this Board associated with the Inspectors of Lunacy and 
other gentlemen, and the duties have been carried on as if forming part of the regular 
duties of this department. 

The Board, acting under the powers conferred on them by the 45th, 46th, and 47th sec- 
tions of the Act 1 & 2 Wm.IV.,c. 33, and by deeds of mortgage, have entered into possession 
of the Letterkenny and Southern Railways, and exercise control over the revenues of 
Galway Harbour. 

The Annual Accounts in these matters are included under the head of Services. 

The receipts and expenditure incurred under the Miscellaneous Services are detailed 
in the Appendix A 4, A 5, A 6, and A 7, and amount to £73,888 and £74,735 
respectively, as against £80,957 and £87,615 in the year to 31st March, 1892. 

Arterial Drainage and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1863, and Amendments. 
26 & 27 Vic., c. 88 ; 27 & 28 Vic., c. 72 ; 28 & 29 Vic., c. 52 ; 32 & 33 Vic., c. 72 ; 35 & 

36 Vic., c. 31 ; 37 & 38 Vic., c. 32; 41 & 42 Vic., c. 59 ; and 43 & 44 Vie., c. 27. 

The total number of applications received from the passing of the first of these Acts 
in the year 1863 to the 31st of March, 1892, is ninety-six. 

The maps, plans, estimates, and valuation schedules have been deposited, together 
with petitions for the constitution of the Drainage District of the Stick river, county 
Cork, and for the Carrigrohane, Maglin, and Ballincollig Drainage District, county 
Cork; but the promoters of the former have not up to the present proceeded further 
with the matter. 

Works have been in progress in the year in the following districts : — 

River Suck, counties Galway and Roscommon, and Killard River, county Cork ; 
and in the following cases the final awards have been made — Lough and River Erne 
Drainage and Navigation, counties of Fermanagh, Cavan, Monaghan, and Donegal; and 
Ballycolliton, county Tipperary. 

A schedule of the final awards made under these Acts will be found in the 
Appendix, A 8. 

The total area of land drained or improved in the 55 districts in which final 
awards have been made, is 111,068 statute acres, and the total cost chargeable thereto 
amounts to £764,622. This has been in addition to the works of the 121 districts, carried 
out under the Act 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89, and the Acts amending it, between the years 1843 
and 1860, on which an expenditure of £2,390,612 was incurred, of which £70,201 was 
for works chargeable on counties; £141,073 a free grant ; £1,206,312 remitted ; and 
£1,043,227 made repayable by annuity or otherwise ; a total of 266,736 acres were drained 
or improved under the latter Act. 

Drainage Maintenance. 

29 & 30 Vic., c. 49. 

The maintenance works of the Owenabrockagli District, in the County of Mayo, 
were completed. There were two other cases — the Kildare District, in the County of 
Kildare, the works of which were undertaken and completed during the year ; and the 
Rinn and Black River District, in the Counties of Leitrim and Longford, the works of 
which are still in progress. 

Increased Rents in respect of Drainage Charges. 

During the past year an application was received from a proprietor to fix increased 
rents, to be paid by tenants in respect of lands improved by drainage of sixteen 
holdings, three being tenants from year to year, and thirteen leaseholders, and a 
meeting has been held by us to determine the amounts. 

Railway Claeses Consolidation Act. 

8 Vic., c. 20, sec. 25. 

There was only one case during the year in which the certificate of dimensions of 
culverts and waterways was issued, viz., the Downpatrick Juuction Railway. 
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Fishery Piers and Harbours Maintenance. 

16 & 17 Vic., c. 136. 

The maintenance works at Kilkeel, Co. Down, were completed. Special repairs to 
Lackan Pier, in the County of Mayo, are still in progress, but will shortly be com- 
pleted. At Malin Head Pier, in the County of Donegal, some dredging was carried 
out, and a rubble mound made to partly arrest further accretion. 



Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

The balance of the Sea Fishery Fund unexpended at the close of the financial year 
was £5,344, and the repayment of loans during the current year will probably amount 
to £3,072 or £8,416 altogether. At Greystones, in the County of Wicklow, the works 
are nearly complete, and the effect of the North Groyne recently constructed is being 
observed meanwhile. 

Arklow Harbour. 

Some progress has been made by the Harbour Commissioners with the North 
Groyne Works, but more than half of the sum of £7,000 sanctioned for this work still 
remains to be expended. 

Shannon Navigation. 

The canals, ferries, bridges, jetties, quays, lock-houses, etc., were maintained in good 
order. Two pairs of deep gates were put in at Cussane and Lough Allen Canal, and a 
breast gate at Victoria Lock. A pair of deep gates were got ready for Tarmonbarry. 

IRISH REPRODUCTIVE LOAN FUND. 

Pursuant to the Act 54 & 55 Vic., cap. 48 (5 August, 1891), this fund has been 
placed at the disposal of the Congested Districts Board for Ireland, and on 1st June, 
1893, that Board assumed the management of the fund.

National Monuments and Ecclesiastical Ruins. 

(Irish Church Act, 1869, 32 & 33 Vic., c. 42.) 

We have maintained a general supervision and made certain changes in the caretakers 
of the several Ruins vested under the Church Act, and have carried out any necessary 
repairs. The works hitherto undertaken have been of such a character that little had 
to be done. 

At Inishcaltra, Holy Island, in Lough Derg, works of a minor character have been 
carried out, and the Ruins have been placed in charge of a caretaker on the advice of 
the landlord. Capt. Hibbert, who takes a lively interest in the place. 

All the other National Monuments numbered from 1 to 137 in Appendix D. are in a 
proper state of repair. See Map annexed. 

Post Roads.

Applications from the Postmaster-General were received during the past year, for 
repairs of Post Iioacls, situate in the following counties : —

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Receiver Accounts for Loans. 

We continue in possession of the Southern (Thurles to Clonmel) and the Letterkenny 
Railways. The gross earnings of the Southern Railway in the year 1S92 amounted to 
£10,001, and after paying for haulage, rent to the Great Southern, and other charges, 
there remained a surplus of £2,1 9G. We received from the County Tipperary and the 
individual guarantors the sum of £3,145, to pay the dividend at the rate of 5 per 
cent, per annum on the guaranteed stock, amounting to £62,900, which has been duly 
paid over to the shareholders holding that Stock. 

The gross receipts of the Letterkenny Railway in the year 1892 amounted to 
£5,458, as compared with £5,544, in 1891, the surplus revenue being £1,588. 

Our Receiver over the Galway Harbour Revenues reports a gross receipt in the 
year to 31st March last of £3,864 14s. 10c?., and we paid over to the National Debt 
Commissioners in the same time £2,0G0. The sum of £850 Si. 9c/. was required for 
the maintenance of the harbour, leaving a balance of £954 6s. id. on hand. 



IY.— LIGHT RAILWAYS. 

Tramways and Light Railways under the Act of 1883. 

Tramways Acts, 23 & 24 Vic.,c. 152 (1860); 24 &25 Vic., c. 102 (1861) ; 34 & 35 Vic., 
c. 114 (1871) ; 44 & 45 Vic., c. 17" (IS81) ; and 46 & 47 Vic., c. 43 (1883). 

Under the provisions of the Tramways Acts of 1860 and 1S61 we are required, on 
the application of the promoters of tramway and light railway projects, to cause an 
inquiry to be held into the merits of the undertakings from an engineering point of 
view, and into any modification in that respect which may be advantageously made, 
and to report our opinion thereon. These reports are directed to be submitted to the 
Grand Juries for their information in considering the proposals made. 

In connexion with undertakings proposed to be guaranteed under the Tramways and 
Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 18 S3, we are further directed by section 10 of that 
Act to furnish the Lord Lieutenant in Council with an estimate of the amount of 
paid-up capital which will be necessary for the purposes of the undertaking. The 
estimates having been examined and checked for that purpose, are submitted to the 
Privy Council at the hearing of applications for Orders authorizing the construction of 
any line of tramway or light railway, and the Engineers who checked those estimates 
attend at the hearing and are examined thereon. 

The cost of these inquiries has been defrayed out of funds deposited in our hands by 
the Promoters. 

The following cases were brought forward for inquiry and were duly reported on 
by the Board : — Castlerea and Ballaghaderreen ; Westport and Belmullet Extension ; 
Killala, Ballycastle, and Belmullet ; and Swinford and Foxford. 

In the cases above mentioned we informed the Promoters and the Grand J uries 
concerned that there were no funds available under the Tramways and Public Com- 
panies (Ireland) Act, 1883, to be applied in aid of dividends guaranteed by the Baronies, 
Your Lordships having declared that, under the joint operation of that Act and of the 
Act of 1889, 52 & 53 Vic., cap. 66, all funds for state assistance to such projects were 
exhausted. 

An amount is provided in the Estimates to enable us to meet any contributions 
which may become payable in respect of the two per cent, which may be repaid to the 
baronies under the 9th Section of the “Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1883.” A General 
Statistical Return is appended ( vide Appendix E)., showing the Capital of each Line 
with the Revenue and Expenditure in each year since its opening, and the annual 
charge both on the guaranteed baronies and the Treasury.

The Table on the preceding page shows concisely the operations under this service and 
it includes the Achill Line, as to the working and maintenance of which the Board at the 
end of the year were still engaged in negotiations. 

The completion of the Killybegs line has been delayed by difficulties experienced in 
securing a foundation for the Inver bridge. Otherwise the works arc practically com- 
plete. 

The progress of the works on the Glenties line has been slow, but with the settle- 
ment of questions of land there is no reason why they should not now proceed 
rapidly. 

Of the Mayo lines, that from Ballina to Killala is open for traffic, and the autumn of 
1893 should see the completion of the lines from Westport to Achill. 

The progress of the Galway-Clifden line has been impeded by the failure of the first 
contractor and the necessary delay in obtaining a new contractor. This matter has 
been settled, and the works are now progressing fairly. 

The two Kerry lines are well advanced, and should be opened for traffic in the 
autumn of 1893. 

The Bantry Extension and the Baltimore line, at the date at which we write, are 
open for traffic, as also is the Ardglass line in the County Down. 

The agreement with the Waterford and Limerick Railway Company for the construc- 
tion, working, and maintenance of the Collooney and Claremorris Railway was formally 
completed during the year, and a contract has been made by the Company for the 
construction of the line.

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APPENDIX TO SIXTY-FIRST REPORT OF THE [1892-93. 



Howth Harbour.— County Dublin. 

The weekly returns will show a great falling off in the herring fishing — which it may 
be said was a complete failure — and consequently caused a falling off of the revenues of 
the Harbour. There were only 521 mease of herrings sold at an average price of 
£1 2s. 7feZ., or total, £590. 

The total number of boats employed was 74. The highest number of mease for 
one day was 98, and, being Saturday, thev were sold at an average of 16s. a mease ; 
the highest price per mease was £.2 2s. 6a., and the lowest 10s.

There were 213,540 hook fish sold for £9,861 15s., or 10,677 cleaves (at average to 
each cleave of 20) sold for £l Is. Id. per cleave. 



Dunmore Harbour. — County Waterford. 

Within the past year 9 first-class trawl smacks fished constantly, and 11 occasionally, 
in the deep out of this Harbour ; during the spring and summer of 1892, they did 
very little, but throughout the autumn and winter they were more successful. Up 
to this, in the present year, they are doing fairly well. The fishermen, however, 
complain that the higher class of fish, such as turbot, sole, brit, and dory, are not so 
plentiful as they were last year. 

The open deck trawl boats that fish within the headlands of Waterford Harbour 
during the spring and summer months did very well, receiving a ready market, and a 
good price for their fish ; these boats principally belong to Helvick Head and Dun- 
garvan. 

The shell fishers that ply their calling off this part of the coast had a very poor 
season — fish scarce, and prices low. Lobsters fell as low as 8s., and crabs, Is. 6d. per 
dozen. 

On the 16th June, a few Scotch boats returning from Kinsale put in here and com- 
menced the herring fishing. The takes were so light that the men got discouraged, 
and left for home after a fortnight’s fishing. This branch of the industry was not 
opened up again until the 2nd August, when several Arklow and Manx boats arrived. 
At first the fishing was light, but gradually improved. On the 6th September, 1,500 
mease of prime fish was landed ; fishing continued good up to the 15th, when it began 
to decline, and was finally abandoned on the 21st October, owing to the fish going in 
an easterly direction. 

About 60 drift net boats were engaged in the salmon fishing industry on the lower 
waters of the Suit and Barrow ; the takes were light, and did not improve until the 
season was well advanced, when large quantities of peal set in. The weirs that are 
erected in these waters were the means of catching a great quantity of fish. The 
owner of them informs me that the season of 1892 was the best he had for many 
years.

The cod fishing has been a failure at this port, the fish small, of inferior quality, and 
the unfavourable weather has, in a great measure, contributed to the failure. 

The pollock fishing has, so far, been a success.

March, 1893, is 4,009 score.

Ardglass Harbour. 



1. Herring Fishery. 

Fishing commenced at this station on 26th May last, and only continued up to 24th 
August, this being the shortest season for many years. The capture of herrings during 
this period was very small, only equal to about 5)210 mease ; the demand was good all 
through, and prices ranged from 39 s. down to 5.9. per mease, the average price being 
19s. per mease. The buyers were all local men; the usual English buyers, 
with their steamers to carry away the fish, did not come here for the last three seasons. 
A few English smacks called here to buy herrings, but in every case had to leave 
without them, as the supply was not equal to the local demand. 

The numbers of boats fishing from here last season were 55 Scotch, 13 Manx, and 
74 Irish, in ah, 142 boats, but this number did not fish constantly from hereabout ; 58 
of them called to sell their fish from one to five times, and the remaining 84 fished 
regularly from this station. It was a bad season for fishermen, and the Scotch fleet 
left altogether about the end of June. 

Some of the smaller sized trawlers are likely to fish from this harbour in 
future. During last winter about 16 boats made this their headquarters, and regularly 
sent their fish by rail from here ; and it is understood that they intend coming back 
next winter, as they were well pleased with their success in fishing over the grounds 
off this harbour ; and it is believed a good fleet of such boats would be glad to make 
this their headquarters if they wuld send their fish away direct from the quay without 
the expense and delay of carting from the quay to the railway station.

In addition to the above, 21 tug boats called either for shelter or for orders during 
the year. Nineteen trading vessels called for shelter, and three of the latter in distress 
might have been lost had they not succeeded in’ making the harbour. T his was- 
during the heavy gales on 3rd September, 28th January, and 8th February of the past- 
year. 

Last year s return (ending 31st March, 1892), will show a higher cargo tonnage to- 
and from this port, but the local trade was very much better this year ; the higher 
tonnage of last year was owing to the importation of iron rails, sleepers, See., required 
for the new railway from here to Downpatrick, which added to the trade of last year about 
2,273 cargo tons ; this was an exceptional item and not likely to be repeated. In the- 
coal trade of this year the importation is 555 tons over last year, ana in the potato 
trade of this year the exportation is 1,183 tons over last. The fishing trade of former 
years was a heavy item of exportation, but for the last three years there was no 
exportation of fish from here.
